To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Warsop 
Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report 

for  1945. 

In  spite  of  difficulties  resulting  from  the  war  there  has  been 
no  definite  evidence  of  deterioration  in  the  health  of  this  area. 
The  incidence  of  disease  has  been  comparable  to  previous  years. 
Diphtheria  however  has  not  visited  Warsop  at  all  for  several  years, 
thanks  no  doubt  to  immunisation. 

On  the  other  hand,  some  people  have  had  an  inadequate 
diet  and  many  are  badly  housed.  They  cannot  be  physically  fit  ; 
and  cases  have  come  under  observation,  especially  at  ante-natal 
clinics,  in  which  the  standard  of  vitality  is  lows  The  children 
however,  have  as  a  rule,  been  well  nourished  and  cared  for. 

Statistics  and  notes  upon  details  are  given  hereunder.  I  have 
to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  to  various 
proposals  which  I  put  forward  and  to  record  my  appreciation  of 
the  unfailing  assistance  given  by  all  members  of  the  Staff.

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Scabies  &  Pediculosis. 

.  The  incidence  of  Scabies  diminished  during  1945,  but  Pediculosis 
increased  perceptibly.  These  observations  are  confirmed  by  the 
figures  here  recorded. 

Parents  of  children  infested  with  lice  have  a  prejudice  against 
making  use  of  the  Cleansing  Centre.  It  is  necessary  to  contend 
against  that  prejudice. 

There  is  less  prejudice  in  the  case  of  Scabies.  The  Centre 
must  get  the  credit  for  the,  decrease  of  Scabies  in  the  area.

Accommodation  for  child  welfare  clinics  is  also  now  inadequate, 
particularly  with  regard  to  the  pram  shelter  at  the  Town  Hall. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  during  1945  for  the  services 
of  a  Pediatrician  when  required  ;  and  in  co-operation  with  the 
County  Council,  for  the  care  of  illegitimate  children.

SANITARY  INSPECTIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

January  1st  to  December  31st,  1945. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Warsop  Urban 
District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  my  eighteenth  Annual  Report 
which  again  of  neccessity  must  be  brief. 

The  housing  situation  in  the  district  is  still  very  serious  and 
I  would  suggest  that  a  complete  housing  survey  be  carried  out 
as  soon  as  possible  and  the  housing  record  cards  brought  up  to  date. 
This  is  the  only  way  in  which  a  true  picture  of  the  position  can 
be  obtained.  The  last  survey  was  carried  out  in  1938,  and  is  hope¬ 
lessly  out  of  date.  The  conditions  under  which  some  of  the  over¬ 
crowded  families  are  living  is  having  a  general  demoralising  effect 
upon  the  persons  concerned.  This  is  aggravated  by  the  fact  that 
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reconditioning  of  property  is  being  held  up  by  the  restrictions 
imposed  by  the  Ministry  owing  to  shortage  of  labour  and  materials. 
No  reconditioning  of  property  has  been  possible  for  the  last  seven 
years,  essential  repairs  only  have  been  enforced  and  even  this  has 
been  difficult  at  times  owing  to  scarcity  of  materials. 

The  time  is  overdue  when  every  house  in  the  district  should 
be  brought  up  to  a  reasonable  standard  under  the  Housing  Act 
and  also  provided  with  a  bath  and  W.C. 

The  number  of  houses  infested  with  vermin  mostly  bugs  and 
cockroaches,  has  increased  during  the  War  years.  This  menace 
is  becoming  serious  and  will  have  to  be  tackled  seriously  by  local 
authorities.  The  efficacy  of  D.D.T.  as  an  insecticide  has  been 
proved  beyond  doubt  during  the  War  years  and  this  is  going  to 
revolutionize  insect  control.  It  is  now  possible  completely  to  rid 
premises  of  insect  vermin  without  having  to  resort  to  the  dangerous 
method  of  fumigation  with  hydrogen  cynide  and  I  suggest  that  all 
infested  premises  be  treated  free  of  any  cost  to  either  the  owner 
or  occupier.  This  may  mean  a  slight  increase  in  the  rates  for  a 
year  or  two  but  it  would  be  money  well  spent  and  would  certainly 
be  in  the  interest  of  Public  Health. 

I  wish  again  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Clerk,  and  other  officials  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation 
and  assistance  during  the  past  year.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  &  SALVAGE. 

In  presenting  my  fifteenth  report  on  Public  Cleansing  I  am 
incorporating  details  of  materials  salvaged  and  sold  during  the 
year.  The  amount  of  salvage  collected  has  decreased  considerably 
during  the  year  due  to  the  apathy  of  the  public.  I  have  tried 
various  schemes  to  try  and  re-kindle  interest  and  to  impress  upon 
the  ratepayers  the  fact  that  the  salvaging  of  such  materials  as 
paper,  rags,  bones,  jars  and  bottles  is  as  necessary  now  as  during 
the  War  years  but  the  responses  to  my  appeals  have  only  been 
very  short  lived.  This  seems  to  be  the  experience  generally  through¬ 
out  the  Country. 

Revenue  from  salvage  shows  a  decrease  of  £104  10s.  5d.  on 

last  year,  the  net  profit  this  year  being  £199  19s.  Od.  which  is 
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not  bad  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  no  market  now  for  tins 
and  ferrous  metals  and  1  think  it  safe  to  assume  that  salvaging 
of  waste  materials  will  be  possible  at  a  profit  for  the  next  3  to  4 
years,  although  I  predict  a  gradual  decrease  in  profits  as  world 
affairs  get  back  to  normal. 

The  high  standard  of  refuse  collection  and  diposal  continues 
to  be  maintained  but  collection  and  disposal  costs  continue  to 
increase  due  to  increased  cost  of  labour  and  materials. 

The  staff  and  wages  paid  per  week  are  as  follows  : —

The  foreman  works  with  the  men  and  the  drivers  assist  with 
carrying  out  and  filling.

Milk. 


Results  of  examination  of  samples. 

Non-Designated  Milk.  27  samples  taken.  With  the  exception 
of  two  all  were  of  good  quality. 

(The  standard  taken  was  the  Accredited  Standard). 

Pasteurised  Milk.  13  samples  taken  and  were  satisfactory. 

There  are  28  Cowsheds  and  32  Dairies  in  the  District.  These 
are  inspected  at  frequent  intervals  to  ensure,  as  far  as  possible, 
compliance  with  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926.  These  in¬ 
spections  necessitate  many  early  visits  between  the  hours  of  6-30 
and  8-30  a.m.  while  the  milking  is  in  progress.  The  bacterial 
standard  of  the  milk  produced  in  your  area  is  very  satisfactory 
as  shown  by  the  reports  of  the  Analyst. 

Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924. 

The  butchers  generally  have  continued  to  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  above  Regulations  and  no  action  under  the 
Regulations  has  been  necessary. 
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Slaughtering  on  Unlicensed  Premises. 

365  Notices  of  “  occasional  slaughtering  ”  were  received  in 
respect  of  pigs  slaughtered  by  cottagers  on  unlicensed  premises, 
the  carcases  of  which  were  for  home  consumption  only. 

The  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  on  unlicensed  premises  shows 
a  decrease  of  three  on  last  year’s  figure. 

Market,  Stalls,  Etc. 

The  several  shops,  markets,  stalls,  vans,  etc.,  .from  which 
meat  is  sold  were  kept  under  strict  supervision  and  minor  infringe¬ 
ments  were  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

This  Act  provides  for  the  licensing  of  ail  slaughtermen  and 
also  for  the  stunning  of  animals  with  a  mechanically  operated 
instrument  in  proper  repair.  All  butchers  in  your  district  who 
do  private  slaughtering  of  cottager’s  pigs  use  the  Cash  Captive 
Bolt.  The  pistols  are  examined  occasionally  to  see  thev  are  in 
proper  working  order. 

Fish  Mongers  and  Fish  Fryers. 

50  visits  were  made  to  premises  of  the  above.  I  found  nothing 
to  warrant  any  action  being  taken. 

Bakehouses. 

There  are  5  Bakehouses  on  the-  Register.  These  are  kept 
under  observation,  24  visits  having  been  made.  Minor  infringe¬ 
ments  have  been  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Factories  Act,  1937. 

33  Inspections  of  factories  have  been  carried  out.  No  statutory 
action  was  necessary,  minor  contraventions  being  remedied  by 
informal  action.
